\ LTHOUGH I have not seen any mention of It 
In western newespspera W. A. Deacon, literary 
editor of Tho Toronto Mali and Empire, state* 
that news has come from Ottawa that tbe Do¬ 
minion Government intends to subsidise theatres 
throughout, Canada for the production of a 
national drama. He criticise* any such policy 
on the ground that we have only one man In 
Canada who may be styled aa a dramatist. Merrill 
Dsn toon, and he baa produced only one full- 
length play and half a doeen one-act corned**. 
A doeen or ao Canadians have written one-act 
plays but they would probably blush if they 
were called dramatists. Mr Deacon to right when 
ha aa>* that nothing could be more absurd than 
for our government In these days, when the 
theatre to having such a struggle to compete 
with tbe "talkies ’ to try to indue* tbe general 
public to attend plays, written by native drama¬ 
tist*. It would ceTUInly be a costly experi¬ 
ment to foster a national drama when plays by 
Shakespeare and George Bernard Shaw are poorly 
attended.

Mr Deacon believes It arose ip the 
minds of supporters of the little theatre la tbe 
capital.

Devcon thinks that they are more anxious shout 
the financial load their little theatre group to 
carrying than they are about building a national 
Usaatra. IX tbe Government wishes to aid na¬ 
tional talent, why not donat- an ann ual money 
prtse for the beet novel, tbe beat poem, and tba 
beat play written In Canada' As Mr. Deacon 
points out. the Canadian Authors* Association re¬ 
quested Premier King to establish such a founda¬ 
tion to mark the silver Jubilee of Confederation, 
but so -little interest was taken in the proposal 
that Mr King did not even answer the letter in 
which the suggestion was made. In view of that 
stony indifference. I cannot b*heve that the Gov¬ 
ernment has this national drama flea in its ear. 
It sounds to me like a Joke perpetrated by some 
xiewsnepcr ironist. W. T. A.

Ludwig. » Oerman. rather goes counter 
to the fine apologies that have lately been dug 
up for the Central Powers He shows that the 
war might have been averted by Berchtoid of 
Austria, who forced the policy of Serbian annihi¬ 
lation on the -Austrian court, and by William II 
. qLGermany wjwho failed to squelch ii^ who. on the 
contrary, incensed by the killing' of royalty, com¬ 
mended Austria s severity. Ludwig shows that 
them wae no central conspiracy for war. but also 
that in a situation Involving high nervous ten¬ 
sion tbe time wae ripe for a statesman. But 
none came, neither in Oermanjr. Russia. France 
nor England. 

In highly dramatic fashion Ludwig describes 
the exchange of messages between the Foreign 
Ministries, the influence* that moved France and 
England, the result* of secret negotiations years 
before. He shows in brilliant fashion how and 
why Jean Jaures. thd great Socialist was shot. He 
emphasises the betrayal of the people, who. with 
faith in their leaders, pride in their race and 
nationalities, blindly followed their OovernmenU. 
He points out that nine million* died, but not 
one of the diplomats suffered to the war.

Complex Is Ruling Here; 
MacKay Contrasts Effects 


QRINCIPAL JOHN Mac KAY of Manitoba Col- 
W~ lege, who recently pasted through Victoria 
on hto return from toe Institute of Pacific 
Relation* conference in Jspan, points‘out In The 
Fine F r ee* Uiat to China* far ce alurt ee. lb# 
Grandmother complex held sway, while in the 
western world the Flapper complex holds sway 
ai the present time. 

China to Just breaking the sway of femiltom. 
a system by which th* family served as almost 
tb* sole repository of law. government or religion. 

Dr- MacKay say* Thswhams wae not tbe dwelling 
place of a aTngla pair and their children, aa it 
to in the west: It waa tb* communal abbde of an 
aged pair with their sons and grandsons, and even 
great-grandsons and their wive* and children. 
Over this patriarchal group the oldest man 
nominally feigned supreme, but th* real power 
waa to the hands of the grandmother, who waa 
heed of all the inmate* within th* home, 
whether they were her own descendants or had 
come to by marriage. 

• • • 

U NTIL SHE became a mother-in-law the woman 
never had any real authority. Tha little girl 
was always given s lower place than her brothers 
and, where the home was large enough, she ate 
and slept In different parts of It- When she 
married, at the age of fifteen, atoe waa bossed 
by her mother-in-law, her husband, and all th# 
male members of the home, until her first-born 
son waa born, when she wall treated^ with more 
consideration. But It was when she became a 
motber-in-law that the first real taste of 
authority cam* to her. and as one after another 
of her sons or grandsons married and brought 
their wive* into her little kingdom, only her 
huxbend wax higher than aba, and he waa gen¬ 
erally too old by this time 7 lo want to interfere 
very much with her eway. That away waa mod¬ 
erated by two influence*, by the m a n i f old tradi¬ 
tion* and rule* for such s situation, based on 
Confucianism and elaborted through the alow 
march of the centuries, and by the natural affec¬ 
tion which to ao strong In all the Chines*. These 
two influences made what look* to ua like an 
intolerable situation for any human being reason¬ 
ably happy for all concerned. 

This family sys tem made possible a wo nd erful 
continuity in the social, religious and moral cus- 
1 toms of the people, but left little room for 
individual liberty and progress. From tt China 
derived those element, in her character which 
she to Just beginning to revalue in tbe light of 
western civilization, element* which we must 
understand if wg are to enter sympathetically into 
what to going on there at th* present day. 

• • * 

r EVERY phase of*civilisation the woman has 
always been, in her own character and person, 
the conaerver of the gains Or lowe* of the raCe. 
and China can beat be understood from th* grand¬ 
mother characteristics which are familiar to ua 
all. An aged woman longs for tranquillity. She 
does not want to be worried or bothered more 
than to absolutely necessary. So to a big. 
crowded community home, where grandmamma or

vigorous daughters-in-law and their children 
who might naturally want to put the house to 
rights often, and make changes to give a little 
more variety to Ufa, are compelled to suppress 
their desire, and let things drift. 

If thto only happened for one generation It 
might not mean very much, but when it con-., 
unurd tor hundreds of generations, it stamped 
th* influence of the old woman's outlook upon 
Ufe into the very fibre of tbe face. In moving 
in and out among tbe common people one la 
appalled at tbe absence ot ordinary cleanliness 
and sanitary precaution*. In traveling across 
the country, the routine drudgery and the leek of 
initiative of the people strike you on every hand, 
and in the political sphere this same tolasez faire 
attitude to everywhere manifest. 

A French priest. Abbe Hue. gives ua a very 
interesting picture from hto own experience near 
Pekin in 1851. He and some com ygnneu B8BL... 
spending the evening, amoki ng . d ifneing ~H HI : 
chatting with some village worthies at an inn 
Again and again he tried to draw them into a 
discussion on the succession to the Imperial 
.throne At last on* of the worthies got up and 
•aid. “Listen to me. my friend: Why should you 
trouble your heart and fatigue your head by all 
these vain surmises? Th* mandarins hsva to at¬ 
tend to affaire of state: they are paid for It. * 
Let them earn their money, then. But don't 
let us torment ouraelve* about what does not 
concern us. We should be great fools to want 
to do -political business for nothing." "That to

A NOTHER Characteristic of the aged la pride 
in end affection for their own family, and 
more or lesa Jealousy and distrust of those out¬ 
side charmed circle. This to also a marked 
feature in Chinese Ufe There to a great deal of 
nepotism In public service If a man makes 
money mud any member of. his family needs tt. 
he to bound to share with him. Many foreigner* 
have bed good berth* In large Chinese businesses 
to stand between the owners and their numerous 
relatives, and If e man to elevated to public posi¬ 
tion. his family feel that It to only right that 
he should share hla good fortune with them by 
making Jobs or handing out * share of the 
"squeeze” which has always been considered a 
legitimate perquisite of public office. Thto 
"sqoseae. ’ which so easily degenerate* into graft, 
to also an outgrowth of the .family system. 
'Nominally, while all th* members work, the 
fruits of their labor belong tb th* head of the 
family, who takes what be wants from the com¬ 
mon store and then share* wtth tbe others whet 
to left. The same conception was extended to 
the public officials. No fixed salary waa attached 
to any office, the holder being expected to take 
, whet waa fair for his needs from the moneys 
passing through bis bands The fact that a 
system which ao easily lent Itself to abuse could 
last for so many centuries to a striking tribute 
to the essential honesty and fair dealing of tb* 
Chinese people Again th* grandmother loves 
and Uvea in the post and that to the weakness 
and tbe strength of China to-day.
